At present all the doors and win- 
dows of the building are barricaded, 
and the structure is guanled by a 
large force of policemen and private 
detectives. The contractors say that 
a largv force of non-union men will 
be put to work on The building at 
once, and sleeping and eating accom- 
modations will l>e provided for tliem 
inside the building, in order to pre- 
vent clashes with union men.
